DANVILLE, Ill., March 6.—Receivers 


were appointed here today for the 
Southern Traction Co. of Illinois, which 
has figured so prominently in the free 
bridge tangle in St. Louis. 

The application for the .receivership 
Was made by former Gov. ‘Jared Y. 
Sanders of Louisiana, representing the 
Lorimer-Gallagher Construction Co. of 
Chicago, which built the road from Kast 
St. Louis to Belleville, and had con- 
tracted to build it to Duquoin. 

Former Senator Lorimer of Chicago, 
John A, Hamilton of Marissa, and Wil- 
bur E. Crane were appointed receivers 
by Federal Judge Wright. It was stated 
te the Court by Sanders that the com- 
pany needed about. $20,000 to start op- 
erations. 

Went to London to Seil Bonds. 

The receivership followed closely upon 
the return from England of former Sen- 
ator Lorimer. Hampden D. Mepham of 
St. Louis, general manager of the com- 
pany, and its original promoter, is still

It was understood that Lorimer and 
Mepham had gone to London to try to 
arrange for the sale of the bonds f 
the company. Lorimer, through his con- 
struction company, stated recently that 
an arrangement had been miade in Lon-, 
don to sell $7,000,000 worth of the com- 
pany’s bonds, to be delivered as each 
section of the road was completed. 

The construction company furnished 
the money for the construction of the 
road from East St. Louis to Belleville

Lorimer Holds Blanket Mortgage. 

Lorimer took a blanket mortgage on 
all the property of the company to pro- 
teot his interests. When the English 
@eal fell through, it is said here, it be- 
Came necessary for Lorimer to apply 
for the receivership, or to foreclose. 
Plans were made to open the road for 
operation last November, but were not 
carried out; Several hundred coal cars 
were purchased and were banked in the 
company’s yards in East St. Louis. 

The Southern Traction Co. of Illinois 
was organized specially to operate over 
the free bridge at St. Louis. 

Immediately after the Southern Trac- 
tion Co. was organized it applied for a 
franchise over the free bridge, and also 
@ loop franchise in St. Louis, The fran- 
chise was passed, and immediately cre- 
ated a storm of opposition. 

Howe AttOrney for Company. 
_Jeptha D. Howe; who had been the 
Republican boss of St. Louis, was em- 
ployed as attorney for the promoters. 

Howe's enemies immediately seized 
upon the franchise incident to create a 
sentiment against the completion of the 
free bridge until the grant was fre- 
pealed, with the consent of the com- 
pany. 

The loop franchise, extending from the 
free bridge over certain streets in the

Mepham and Howe to Retire. 
The City Council was prepared sev- 
eral weeks ago to pass a bill reducing

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DR KOCK’S BROTHER 


ILL IN SPRINGFIELD 
UF TUBERCULOSIS 


Relative of Scientist Who Dis- 
covered Consumption Germ 
Leaves Train for Hospital. 


ATTACKED BY PNEUMONIA 


He Had Started Front Howell 
County Farm for St. Louis; 
Became Too Ill to Travel. 


Arnold Koch of 4250 Holley avenue, St. 
Louis, who is a brother of the late Dr. 
Robert Koch, foremcst leader of modern 
science in its war on tuberculosis, is i!! 
in St. John’s Hospital, Springfield, Mo. 
His disease is diagnosed as tuberculosis 


by Dr. William Hienhoff, physician in 
charge, according to.a dispatch from 
Springfield to the Post-Dispatch. 

Koch lived until a few weeks ago at 
the Holly avenue address, which is tie 
home of his daughter, Mrs. Jennie Hill. 
He has spent’ much of his time in the 
last 10 years in rural life in Southern 
Missouri, and be had a farm near 
Brandsville, Howell County. Until 10 
years ago he was a member of the firm 
of Koch & Redheffer, downtown art 
dealers. He is 67 years old. 

Koch Forced to Leave Train. 

While Koch’s health has been failing 
for several years, his daughter ani 
other St. Louis relatives hoped that his 
present illness would. prove to be noth- 
ing more than pneumonia. He suffered 
an attack of typhoid pneumonia at his 
country home last week, and started 
Sunday for St. Louis, but had to leave 
‘the train at Springfield and go to the 
hospital there. 

Arnold Koch has shown great pride ‘n 
the achievements of his brother, and is 
familiar with all the detalls of his scien- 
tific work. The climax of that work 
came when, in 1882, the physician dis- 
covered the tubercle bacillus. This dis- 
é¢overy has been.the basis or all subse- 
quent work in the investigation of tu- 
berculosis. 

Tuberculin Perfected in 1890, 

Dr. Koch perfected his tuberculin in 
1890, and while it “proved not to. be a 
specific for the disease, it has been vf 
great value in establishing a test for 
tubercular diseases in cattle intended 
for food. Koch Hospital, a St. Louls 
city institution, is one of the many in- | 
stitutions throughout the world which’ 
bear his name. 

Dr. Reinhoff, who is now treating 
Arnold Koch, was a student under Dr. 
Robert Koch in Berlin in 1882, at the 
time when the scientist announced his 
great discovery. He has placed a large 
picture of Dr. Koch in Arnold Kocn’s 


oom at the hospital, the dispatch 
i, states. 


MAN ILL FROM FRIGHT 
FORGETS HIS GERMAN 


Native Who Was Kidnaped Is 
Learning to Talk Again After 
‘Aphasia Attack. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Cal., March §,-- 
Although German is his native tongue 
Mitchel Haitsch, who is supposed to 
have been thrown into a state of mental 
paralysis by fright and the tortures of 
kidnapers, demonstrated today that he 
had forgotten all about it. 

A letter from Haitsch’s sister, Mrs. 
Martha Kunsch, who is now in Dat- 
bury, Conn., bore a photograph of 
Haitsch, which identified the man. The 
text of the letter was in German, and 
Haitsch, whuv has been in a hospital 
here for several weeks, learning to walk 
and to talk, indicated that he did not 
know such a language existed. 

Haitsch was found here last month a 
few days after the police of Los An- 
geles received notice from Mrs. Kunscii 
that kidnapers had demanded $200 ran- 
som for her brother. Hospital surgeons 
say Haitsch presents one of the rare 
cases of real aphasia, or loss of mem-

An ingenious burglar rented a room

The robbery was discovered 
at 8 a. m., when Fred P. Flake, presi- 
dent of the optical company, opened the 
store for the day’s business. 

J. R. Burton, manager of the hotel, 
which is at 215 North Sixth street, told 
the police a well-dressed man about 29 
years old registered Wednesday at the 
hotel as A. D. Brown and was assigned 
to room 14. The next day the guest 
asked to be assigned to room 23, de- 
claring the noise of a plano in the hotel 
lobby had prevented him: from ‘sleeping. 
Burton accommodated the guest, who 
retired to room 23 at 10:30 p. m. Thurs- 
day, leaving a call for 4:30 a. m. Two 
hours after being called .the guest 
checked out. . 

Flake, after discovering the robbery, 
found a hole in the ceiling of a store- 
room back of the main store. A rope, 
which dangled into the storeroom 
through the hole, was fastened to a hook 
in room 23, directly above. It was evi- 
dent to the police that the burglar slid 
down the rope into the store and 
climbed the rope to get back into the 
hotel room with the stolen property.

Lucas and another employe of the 
Brown Shoe Co. went to a bank about 
noon and “drew the money to pay the 
factory hands. It was in two large va- 


lises, 
St Bast of Eighteenth. 

At 1:30 p.m they drove up to 
Wash street side or the factory, 
chauffeur stopping the machine at 
entrance just east of Eighteenth street. 

Lucas and his assistant stepped from 
the car and had turned to take the 
valises from the machine when two men 
who had been standing near the factory 
doorway rushed toward them, covered 
them with revolvers and commanded 
them to throw up their hands. 

Lucas and his companion, seeing that 
resistance would be useless; ran into 


the factory. , 

After the robbers had started away 
from the factory in the machine, Lucas 
fired four shots at them as they sped 
down Wash street. One of the robbers 
fired a shot at Lucas. 

The robbers then leveled their revol- 
vers at Arthur Siegelhorst, the chauf- 
feur. They jumped into the machines 
and commanded Siegelhorst to drive 
east on Wash street. 

Teld te “Hit It Up.” 

One of the robbers kept hig revolver 
pressed against Siegelhorst’s back and 
the other commanded him to “hit it 
up.”” 

At Ninth street they commanded the 
chauffeur to turn north. He drove at 
high speed to Salisbury street, where 
the robbers ordered him to halt. Still 
covering him with their weapons, they 
took the two grips of money from the 
machine. 

They jumped on a northbound Broad- 
way car, after warning Siegelhorst that 
he would be shot if he tried to pursue 
them, 

Siegelhorst drove to the McKinley 
Bridge, four blocks away, and _ told 
Henry H. Russell, the toll collector, 
about the robbery. Russell already had 
received telephone messages from the 
factory and from the North Market 
Street Police Station, warning him to in- 
tercept the robbers if they attempted ‘o 
cross the bridge. . 

Chauffeur Tella His Story. 

Siegelhorst, 18 years old, whose home 
is at 6524 Hobart avenue, drove to the 
North Market Street Police Station in 
the automobile at 2:5 p. m., where, 
while weeping, he told the police his 
version of the robbery. 

He said the highwaymen, after point- 
ing their revolvers at the paymaster and 
his assistant, R. D. Coriett, jumped into 
the macbine and ordered him to drive 
away rapidly.

ICOUNTY TO BRING 


SUIT 10 RECOVER 
$00,864 IN FEES 


Auditor Gordon Files Report on 
Fees and Departs to Consult 
Attorney-General. 


PROSECUTION IS PLANNED 


Report Charges Carelessness 
and Improper Safeguarding 
of County’s Finances. 


State Auditor Gordon Ftiday filed 
with Prosecuting Attorney Lashley and 
the County Court at Clayton, official 


reports setting forth that 13 St. Louis 
County officials and former officials 
have collected and appropriated to their 
own use since 1907 a total of $55,864.62 in 
fees to which they are not entitled under 
the law. Of this amount, $50,395.37 is al- 
leged to belomg to the county and $5469.23 
to the State. 

Shortly following Gordon's announced 
action, County Treasurer Schaedler de- 
clared he was ready to give a draft at 
once for $115, to restore the fees charged 
against him, and Collector August Kas- 
sebaum, against whom there was a 
charge of $41.45, sent a draft for $13.05 
to the State Treasurer and handed 
County Treasurer Schaedler a draft for 
$28.40, covering the amount according to 
its apportionment in Gordon’s statement. 

Auditor Gogdon left St. Louis later in 
the morning for Jefferson City, where, 
it is said, he will confer with the Attor- 
ney-General with a view toward imme- 
diate prosecution. Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Lashley declared civil suits would 
be filed at once to collect the amount 
due St. Louis County. 

Report Covers Every Detail. 

The report is voluminous and 
gives every detail of the examina- 
tion of the State Board of Examiners 
into the accounts and records of county 
officials since 1907, each office being con- 
sidered separately. It sets forth that 
investigation into the election expenses 
has not been completed and Prosecuting 
Attorney Lashley declared he would in- 
vestigate this phase carefully. 

Present and former Judges of the 
County Court are accused in the report 
of having approved settlements with 


county officials and of vouchers auth-} 


orizing distribution of funds without 
sufficiently informing themselves of the 
correctness of the accounts. The re- 
port alleges the finances of the county 
have not been properly safeguarded 
from 1907 to 1914. 

The report makes no petition for res- 
toration of funds but cites it is the 
duty of the Prosecuting Attorney and 
the Attorney-General to begin action 
at.once to collect the amounts alleged 
to have been Illegally retained. 

The officials named in the report, 
through their counsel, Senttor A. E. L. 
Gardner, declare that the investigation 
ls a political move to place them in 
public disfavor. Each named in the 
report is a Republican. 

They further contend that the amounts 
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charged against them in Gordon’s re-. 


port represent fees to which they are 
entitled under the law, and which have 
been retained without thought of law 
violation for years by office holders in 
the county. 

‘Says Seibel Retained $26,041. 

County Clerk Seibel, according to Gor- 
don’s statement, has been in office three 
years, and under the State law, is en- 
titled to fees equal to his salary for 
three years, $6000. Gordon states Seibel 
has collected and retained $26,041.97 for 
the three years ending Dec. 31, 1913, ex- 
clusive of the amount allowed by law 
for clerical assistance in his office. 

The statement further sets forth that 
former County Clerk Ruhl, in the four 
years he held office, beginning in 1907, 
collected and retained $28,392.36, whereas 
he was entitled to only four years’ sal- 
ary, $8000. 

The examination of records, according 
to Gordon’s statement, disclosed thet 
Collector Kassebaum was $41.45 short in 
his accounts, although this might have 
been due to a clerical error. As former 
County Judge, Kassebaum is alleged ‘to 
have retained $535 in fees to which he 
was not éntitled. 

Gordon declares the amount checked 
against Probate Judge Shackelford, 
$1619.44, is a matter for settlement by 
law, as the Judge claims he is allowed 
this sum as an additional fee for the 
collection of collateral inheritance taxes, 
and requests that a decision in the mat- 
ter await the interpretation by the Snu- 
preme Court of a similar case now in 
its hands, emanating from Greene Coun- 
ty. Gordon declares the Greene County 
case will not affect the claim against 
Judge Shackelford. 

County Treasurer Schaedler, Gordon 
deciares in his statement, is ready to 
restore at once the $115 excess fees 
charged against him. 

The statement sets forth that the 
three County Judges and four former 
County Judges collected a total of $11,- 
680 in fees, for which there is no war- 
rant by law, and which was retained 
as fees for ‘‘committee work’ and ‘‘in- 
vestigations,’’ outside of official court 
sessions. 

Reeorder Entitled to Rebate. 

The officials contend they are entitled 
to $% each day for ‘‘committee work.” 
They further argue that they saved the 
county $3 a day in Sheriff's fees for 
opening court for ‘“‘committee Wwork,’’ 
which consisted largely of “inspection 
of roads and bridge work within their 
jurisdiction.” 

Gordon's statement sets forth that 
County Recorder Henry Heinemann has 
overpaid the county $70 in fees collected 
and is entitled to hold the amount out of 
his 1914 salery. 

The statement by Gordon is made from 
a report complied by a Board of Ex- 
aminers, created in 1913, to investigate 
the records of any county, upon a pe- 
tition to the State Auditor signed by 
300 voters of that county.

This sum is equal to $250,000 
American gold, but the once multimil- 
lionaire of Mexico has not now that 
much money, according to his own ad- 
mission to friends. 

The letter demanding the money was 
dated March 38, and stated that if the 
ransom were not paid within five days 
Luis would be “‘taken south” with Gen. 
Villa.

This threat Gen. Terrazas construed 
in only one way and that is that his 
son will fall a victim to the notorious 
fugitive law if the money is not forth- 
coming. Under the convenient provi- 
sions of ‘ley de fuga” the prisoner is 
aiways ‘“‘shot while trying +o escape.”’

Various causes are assigned for the 
unrest, which began a year ago in the 
state of Pernambuco. There was a dis- 
turbance there when the Federal Gov- 
ernment took certain local actions which 
were regarded as an invasion of the 
rights. Troubles in 
financial affairs, in the rubber market 
and the coffee business Were pointed 
out as being contributory to the presen:

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BOARD REJECTS 
STONE CHOSEN FOR 
MISSOURI CAPITOL 


Commission Witcies to Allow 
Contractor Gill to Send Ste 
Genevieve Material. 


JEFFERSON CITY, 
Missouri Capitol Commission locked 


horns with Kermode F. Gill of’ Cleve- 
land, general contractor of the new cap- 
itol, when Ti issued a statement made 
public today, prepared by Assistant At- 
torney-General W. M. Fitch, notifying 
Gill that no stone from the Ste. Gene- 
vieve quarry, which he has selected, will 
be received at the capitol grounds. 

Gill has engaged counsel to represent 
him, and in a written protest to which 
this statement is a reply, notified the 
Capitol Commission that he was deter- 
mined to use Ste. Genevieve limestone 
if he must resort* to the courts to en- 
force his rights. 

The Commissioners’ say they have ap- 
proyed no stone for the capitol, and 
have not limited Gill to material from 
the Carthage district or any particular 
quarries. They deny the statement of 
Gill that his accepted bid -was based 
upon the use of Ste. Genevieve stone, 
and declare that ‘‘Neither your bid nor 
your contract could have been based 
upon Ste. Genevieve stone.”’ 

Notified Quarry Owners. 

Before the bids were opened, last No- 
vember, the Commissioners say they 
notified numerous owners of undevel- 
oped quarry land in Missouri that only 
fully developed and equipped quarries 
would be approved by the board as 
sources of material for the new capitol, 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
advertised contract and specifications. 
The Ste. Genevieve quarry was unde- 
veloped at the time, and when visited, 
at the request of Gill in January, the 
board members said it was only partly 
developed and that the stone was not 
of proper quality. 

At one meeting of the board, Gill’s 
agent, David T. Arenberg, was warned 
that stone of a quality similar to Bed- 
ford (Ind.) Hmestone, such as was used 
in the postoffice building at Jefferson 
City, adjoining the site of the new capl- 
tol, would not be approved. 

Chairman Stephens and the other com- 
misioners, Speer, Lacaff and Hiller, in- 
spected the Jefferson City postoffice 
building, and declared the Bedford lime- 
stone had failed to withstand exposure 
and was in a dilapidated condition. The 
Ste. Genevieve stone is represented to 
be of a quality similar to the standard 
Bedford limestone, and is conceded by 
Gill not to be Burlingstone limestone, 
the variety which is most plentiful in 
Missouri, and which was specified in 
the contract. 

In ‘reply to Gill’s protest that many 
subcontractors had been held up by the 
board while considering the approval of 
stone, the commission’s statement says 
the roofing and window glass subcon- 
tracts are not pressing matters, and 
that other contracts are not in legal 
form in the opinion of the Attorney- 
General. 

Samples Not Submitted. 

Gill is reminded that he has not 
submitted samples in connection with 
these branches of the work, as re- 
quired by his contract, before sub- 
contracts are approved. The contract 
provides that within 42 days after the 
execution of the contract, 6ov. 28, Gill 
must submit samples of stone and other 
materials for approval. These samples 
should have been presented by Jan. 9. 

The reply to Gill’s protest over the 
rejection of Ste. Genevieve stone and 
the failure to act on other sub-con- 
tracts is summarized in Fitch’s state- 
ments, as follows. 

The sub-contracts mentioned do not 
meet the approval of the Attorney- 
General. 

Gill has defaulted in many instances 
on the terms of his contract, and the 
delay has been due to this and not 
the actions of the board. 

Gill has left the board in uncertainty 
and doubt by failure to meet his ap- 
pointments with it in Jefferson City. 

Col. Bill Phélps has busily repre- 
sented the interests of the Carthage 
district stone men, by appearing at 
many meetings of the Capitol Com- 
mission while Gil and the board were 
in a controversy over the use of Ste. 
Genevieve stone. 

Phelps, a mémber of the Legisla- 
ture.at the time the law was passed 
providing that only Missouri stone or 
granite should be used in the Capitol, 
has a smal] stock interest in one 
quarry company in the Carthage dis- 
trict, but declares his activity is not 
inspired by this ownership. 

$150,000 Differnce in Cost. 

The difference in cost of Burlington 
limestone from the Carthage quarries 
and Bedford limestone from Ste. Gene- 
vieve is $150,000 in favor of the latter, 
according to members of the commis- 
sion. Gill has not yet presented to the

The capitol contract provides that the 
completed building must be delivered 
by the contractor July 1, 1916, and fixes 
a penalty of $260 a day for each day 
thereafter in which the capitol is. not 
completed and accepted. 

Competitors of Gill in the origina] let- 
ting said the time was barely sufficient 
and the delay of three months in select- 
ing the stone may lead to ltigation 
even if an agreement is reached in the 
near future and work proceeds.

Dr. Daniel F. Hochdoerfer of 3405

cian of St. Louis, Friday returned 
from Potosi, Washington County, Mo., 
whither he was taken in custody of a 
sheriff and fined $9.37 for contempt of 
court Thursday because he had for- 
gotten all about a summons to appear 
there as a witness in a murder trial 
Monday. Though Potosi is only 69 
miles from St. Louis, Dr. Hochdoerfer 
figures the journey cost him $659.37. 
Dr. Hochdoerfer was in a restaurant 
at Grand and Magnolia avenues 
Wednesday night when a tall slim 
man approached him ana addresséd 
him by name. ) 

Sheriff Shews His Star. 
When the doctor acknowledged the 
salutation the stranger showed him a 
star, and introduced himself ag Sheriff 
L. C., Flynn of Washington County. 
“You're under arrest,”’ he said. ‘““You 
should have been in court Monday, and 
I’ve got an attachment to take you 
down to Potosi right away.” 
Dr. Hochdoerfer then remembered 
that he had been summoned as a wit- 
ness in the case of a Potog constable 
who shot- William Portney at Richmond, 
Mo., Aug. 13, last. Portney died in a St. 
Louis hospital, and Dr. Hochdoerfer 
made the autopsy. 
He also remembered that he had been 
summoned to appear in Judge Hennings’ 
If 
he went to Potosi with the Sheriff he 
might lay himself open to a contempt 
charge here. He telephorted Judge Hen- 
nings, who advised him to go with the 
Sheriff until he met a policeman, who 
might induce the Sheriff to release him. 

Taken to Police Station. 
‘On leaving the restaurant with the 
Sheriff Dr. Hochdoerfer saw a police- 
man and called him. This made the 
Sheriff angry. 

‘“‘Now I'll have you arrested,” he said, 
keeping tight clutch on the~™ doctor’s 
coat sleeve and leading him to the Mag- 
nolia Police Station across the street. 
The police refused to interfere. 

Sheriff Flynn took Dr. Hochdoerfer to 
Union Station and made him buy his 
own ticket to Potosi. It was near mid- 
night when the train departed. 

Thursday Dr. Hochdoerfer was taken 
before Judge Deering on a contempt 
charge. He says the Sheriff put some 
figures on the back of an envelope and 
whispered to the Judge, who then said: 

“You are fined $9.37 for contempt of 
court.”’ 

Dr. Hochdoerfer says he thinks this 
amount represented the Sheriff's ex- 
penses for the trip to St. Louis. 

Dr. Hochdoerfer then took the stand 
and testified as an expert witness. rie 
says he thought he would have a chance 
to get even by sending in a bill for spe- 
cial witness fees as an expert, but after 
the trial he was told that Washington 
County hadn’t paid witness fees to any- 
one for several years. 

He figures that his expenses on the 
trip were $15, not counting the $9.37 fine. 
On his return to St. Louis he found that 
if he had been in town Thursday he 
wolud have had an opportunity to make 
an autopsy, for which he would have 
received $10, and to hold a consultation, 
the fee for which would hawe been $25.

Norman Angell of London and Paris, 
general manager of the Paris Daily Mail 


and author of “The Great Illusion,’’ 
which has been printed in 15 languages, 
was in St. Louis Friday to address 
the City Club at luncheon. He is the 
foremost of those peace advocates who 
base their argument against war sobke- 
ly on grounds of business. profit, cotm- 
mercial and political expediency. “The 
Great Illusion’, was written to show 
that no nation gains, and every nation 
loses, by war and warlike preparations. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter at the 
Planters Hotel Friday, Angell declared 
his belief that a “full-dress, first-class 
war’ between European nations will 
never again take place. 

“I am no prophet,” Angell said, “but 
looking at it from a logical standpoint, 
my prediction should prove correct. For 
20 years European statesmen predicted 
that when the Balkans went to war all 
of Europe would be plunged into con- 
flict. Well, just a year or so ago the 
Balkans fought it out—Turkey was van- 
quished, but the big Powers of the Con- 


today the same spirit was rampant im 
the United States which swayed your 
country in the days of ’98, the year 1914 
would see an American army in Mexico. 

“You ask me when will international 
War cease. J] answer you with the ques- 
tion, When did religious persecution 
cease? It never has entirely ceased, but 
we no longer hold inquisitions. burn 
witches and torture men and women 
because of their religious convictions.

No. Then 
why should we war? ° 


“The arming of a nation is the as- 
sumption that that nation helieves some 
other nation wishes to conquer it. When 
we realize that conquest will do noth- 
ing for trade, that the individual mer- 
chants:-and manufacturers of small na- 
tions, exercising no great war power, 
can compete successfully with the busi- 
nesses of world powers, we will see the 
uselessness of war. 

“The universal assumption has been 
that territorial expansion has been nec- 
essary for a nation’s prosperity, but we 
are beginning to see different.

BILL TO REPEAL 
TOLL EXEMPTIONS 
CNT 


Committee’ Fayvorably Reports 
Sims Measure by a Vote 
of 17 to 4. 


WASHINGTON, March 6—The Sims 
bill to repeal the Panama Canal tolis 
exemption was favorably reported by 
the House Commerce Committee today 
by a vote of 17 to 4. Representatives 
Doremus of Michigan and O’Shaunes 
Democrats; Knowland of California, Re- 
publican, and Lafferty of Washington, 
Progressive, voted against it. 

This action came witazn iess than 24 
hours after President Wilson’s personal 
appearance at a joint session of Con- 
gress with a request that action be tak- 
en to repeal the clause exempting Amer- 
ican coastwise ships from toll charges, 
on the ground that it was in violation of 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 

The Sims bill had been stored in the 
files ever since the House rejected it as 
an amendment to the Panama law, but 
it was recalled for consideration imme- 
diately after the President’s address. 


To Strike Out One Sentence. 
The bill as reported by the committee 


simply provides that the sentence in the 
Panama Canal act reading, ‘‘No tolls 
shall be levied upon vessels engaged in 
the coastwise trade of the United States” 
Shall-be repealed. 

Members who voted against it pointed 
out that another provision relating to 
minimum tolls also must be repealed or 
the whole question still will be open and 


allow American vessels free use of the 
canal. * 

Chairman. Adamson immediately began 
work upon a report to the House and 
declared he would press the repeal just 
as rapidly as possible. The committee 
also voted to ask for a special rule t> 
expedite the repeal. With three days 
allowed for the minority report, it. 1s 
probable no effort will be made to bring 
up the bill in the House before next 
Thursday. 


- Senate to Recall Bill. 
Similar action on the Root bill by the 


Senate Committee on Interoceanic Ca- 
nals was promised, as that committee 
also had before it the Chilton measurs, 
which would give the President author- 
ity to impose or suspend tolls by proc- 
lamation. 

Representative A. Mitchell Palmer of 
Pennsylvania and Representative Swa- 
ger Shirley of Kentucky have made a 


‘poll of the House by delegations and 


are satisfied that the toll clause provi- 
sion of the canal bill will be repealed 
by the Wouse by a fair majority. 
Palmer said he had no definite esti- 
mate on the probable vote, but he was 
Satisfied that about one-half of the 
Republicans would vote with the Demo- 
ciats to support the President. This 
Republican vote, hé’ said, would go far 
to offset the loss of about 30 per cent 
of the Democrats, which is regarded as 
probable. 

It is regarded as certain that a safs 
majority for repeal exists in’the Sen- 
ate. A recent poll made by the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent’ indicated that 
37 Senators were unalterably committed 
to support of the President, while 31 were 
equally positive in their antagonism. 
There were found 26 doubtful and non- 
committal Senators exactly divided be- 
tween the two political parties. It .is 
considered assured that at least 11 of 
the 26 who have not expressed a decidei 
opinion will vote to repeal the exemption 
clause. 

Democrats from some of the Eastern 
and Western Coast States and States on 
the Gulf of Mexico are expected to vote 
against the repeal because their ‘local 
shipping interests want to benefit by 
the proposed subsidy. 

Although it was confidently predicted 
that more than a sufficient number of 
votes would be assured in favor of the 
repeal, it was admitted there would ‘e 
vigorous opposition in both houses and 
that a bitter fight was certain. 


O’Gorman to Lead Opposition. 
Senator O’Gorman of New York, who 


will lead Democratic opposition to the 
repeal in the Senate, issued a statement 
last night saying that while he yielded 
to no one in respect for the President's 
motives and patriotism, his duty as a 
Senator left him no alternative but re- 
sistance to the proposed repeal. He 
characterized the move as unwise, un- 
necessary and destructive to the best 
interests of the American people, and 
quoted former Presidents Taft and 
Roosevelt, former Secretaries of State 
Knox and Olney, and Representative 
Underwood, as holding the exemption 
clause not to be in violation of the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 

Some Senators and Congressmen indi- 
cated they would support the repeal, 
though they did not agree with the 
President’s position. 

“T voted for toll exemption,”’§ said 
Senator Kern, ‘Democratic leader in the 
Senate. “If I vote for the repeal it will 
not be because I have changed my 
views. I do not believe that toll exemp- 
tion violates the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 
If I support the President's request 1 
will do so because of his desire for 
Congress to support his foreign policy,

WASHINGTON, March 6.--Predicting 
that the Mexican situation is a matter 
with which the United States ‘‘shall bs 
forced to deal in some decisive way, 
and very soon,”’ Senator Works, Repub- 
lican, of California, sharply criticized 
the Mexican policy of the administratioa 

today in a speech in the Senate. 


Awe may be forced yet.” he said, “‘tos 


intervene in some form in Mexico. Tf 
we do, it should not be for the ag- 
grandizement of our gountry, the ce i 
tion of territory, or any other van- 
tage to us, but in the interest of the 
Mexican people and other residents, the 
restoration of peace and order and the 
establishment of a stable government.” 
Terms Diplomacy Ridiculous. — 

Senator Works outlined the events in 
the history of Mexico leading up to the 
present difficulties, and the refusal of 
this Government to recognize Huerta 
after the assassination of Madero, 

“doubtless by Huerta, who succeeded 
“him, or with his knowledge and conniv- 
ance.’ 

After the withdrawal of Ambassad»-: 
Wilson from Mexico, Senator Works de- 
clared, referring to the sending of John 
Lind to Mexico City, there ‘“‘commenced 
a series of conduct of a kind wholly 
unknown to diplomacy, and so absurd 
as to make us ridiculous at home and 
abroad.”’ 

The demand of the President in his 
message to Huerta that there should be 
an armistice, could not have been com- 
rlied with, the Senator continued, ani 
the demand that security be given for a 
free election in Mexico was impossible 
of fulfillment because of the ignorance 
of the Mexican masses. Such an elec- 
tion, he declared, probably would have 
brougbt about the “election of a bull 
fighter for President.”’ 

Forced to Bear World's Sneers, 

“Naturally, Huerta refused to con- 
sider these proposals,’’ continued the 
Senator. ‘“‘What else could have been 
expected? His refusal put our Govern- 
ment in a most unfortunate position. 
It could not enforce its demands. It 
might go to war, but the refusal to 
comply with the demands could furnish 
no justification for declaring war, be- 
cause we had no right to make them. 
So we had to submit tamely to the 
position of Huerta—bear the derision 
and sneers of the Mexican people and 
the indulgent smiles of all the nations 
of the world. 

“At last a prominent British subject 
was brutally murdered by Villa, or by 
his orders. Public indignation ran high 
The people were aroused, but the State 
Department maintained its usual degree 
of composure. 

“I do not know why the murder of a 
citizen of Great Britain should have 
created more feeling than the assassina- 
tion of hundreds of our own ople, ex- 
cept that we have assumed to be the 
protector of the citizens and subjects of 
all other nations and insisted that sucn 
nations should leave this euty and re- 
sponsibility to us. 

Calls Ville a Brigand. 

“This case was one to put our good 
faith and our courage to the test. The 
- poor widow asked for the body of her 
husband, buried on Mexican soil. What 
did our Government do to obtain it? It 
humbly petitioned Villa, his murderer, 
to allow his remains to be removed. 

“The State Department spent days in 
trying to find out whether this man was 
shot by Villa or put to death by order 
of a drumhead courtmartial, called not 
by a soldier, not by a belligerent, but by 
a. brigand and professional murderer. 

“What possible difference does it 
make, whether he lost his life one way 
or the other? For this the sorrowing 
widow was left waiting for her dead. 
What should have the Governmient done 
in the case? Just what it should have 
done for one of its own citizens—sent 
our soldiers into Mexico and brough®é out 
the body. 

“What right has Villa to say that the 
body of a victim of his wrath should be 
removed or not? What has become of 
our courage and manhood that we could 
leave it to him to settle such a ques- 
tion?” 

Charges Executive Coeraion, 

“Coercion used by President Wilson 
to compel action by Congress’ was 
voiced by Senator Works in what he 
‘ermed “‘A friendly review of the 
achievements of the executive and lezg- 
islative branches of the Government in 
the one year of Democratic rule.’’ 

A year of almost continuous congres- 
sional session, ‘‘mostly for the political 

advantage of the Democratic party,’’was 
declared to be the most striking feature 
of the administration. 

The Senator reviewed the tariff bill 
and charged that “but for the coercion 
used by the President upon Congress it 
never would have passed.” Executive 
pressure had created in the Senate, he 
-gsaid, an apathy that impaired that 
body’s usefulness. The income tax law 
and the currency bill were also men- 
tioned in this connection. 

He deciared it was evident to every- 
body that the administration is opposed 
to granting suffrage to the women, 
“but lacks the 
openly and oppose it.”

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Evidence 
submitted today to the Interstate Coin- 
merce Commission by Frank Lyon, rep- 
resenting the Pittsburg Coal Co., and 
compiled by Frank J. Warne, from the 
commission’s records, was intended t» 
show that the-hundreds of railroads in 
the East were controlled, as to their 
financial operations, rates and practices 
through ownership, lease or interlocking 
stock ownership, by a few great sys- 
tems. It was Lyon’s contention that 
such contro] was inimical to the ship- 
ing public, because, he asserted, it vir- 
tually eliminated competition. 

In the Eastern territory there are ap- 
proximately 897 separate railroad com- 
panies. Of these, the tables showed, 
606 are controlled by 12 systems. Thus 
the New York Central absolutely co.- 
trols 118, the Pennsylvania 112, the 
Reading 80, the Baltimore & Ohio 7%. 
the Erie 53, the Delaware & Hudson 
14, the Lehigh Valley 13, the Western 
Maryland 9, and so on. The control of 
the other roads, Warne said, was in the 
hands of “‘nominally independent lines, 
some of which are economically depend- 
ent on the larger systems.’’ 

The total number of transportation 
companies, in which the New York Cen- 
tral exercises either a majority, joint or 
minority interest, through stock owner- 
ship or through lease, contract or agree- 
ment, is 204, 

The total number of transportation 
companies in which the Pennsylvania 
has a majority or minority interest 
through stock ownership or through 
lease, contract or agreement, is 245, of 
which 138 are controlled through major- 
ity interest and 107 through minority in- 
terests. 

It was contended by Warne’s statement 
that all the directors of the several large 
systems also were directors or officers 
of from five to fifty or sixty separate 
corporations subsidiary to the parent 
systems.

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British Excavator Tells of Dis- 
covering Ancient Sepulchre of 
the God Osiris. 


LONDON, March 6.—Prof. E. Naville, 
in a letter published In the Times today 
on excavations of the Egypt exploration 
found at Abydos, expresses the belief 
that they have found ‘“‘what Greek au- 
thors called the tomb of Osiris, where 
the head of the god is supposed to be 


apreserved.” 


Osiris was the most popular of the 
Egyptian gods, and became the judge 
of the dead, afte. his earthly career. 

The excavation began at the door 
which Prof. Petrie discovered two years 
ago. The doorway, Prof. Naville thinks, 
was the entrance to a passage leading 
to a subterranean chapel under the tem- 
ple of Seti I. ‘ 

Description of the Sanctuary. 

“We should never have expected what 
we found,” he continues. “‘Between the 
doorway and the temple is a complete 
sanctuary, evidently of the time of the 
Pyramids, very much ruined but built 
with huge materials, 

“It is rectangular. The inclosure wall 
is 12 feet thick and consists of two dif- 
ferent casings, the outer one of rough 


limestone and the inner one of large 


blocks of hard red sandstone. The length 
of the inside is 30 meters. The inclosed 
apace is divided into three naves, paral- 
lel to the long side. The division 1s 
made by huge pillars of Assuan granite. 

The middle nave, Prof. Naville says, 
led to the end of the wall, and here was 
found a small door closed by blocks of 
atone. 

Texts on Walls Identify Room. 

“When we had removed them,” Prof. 
Naville says, “we crept into a large hall 
very similar to that at the entrance, 
having the same width as the temple, 
29 meters and a length of about five ine- 
ters. Its slanting roof was made of 
large blocks. Of this half was in a per- 
fect state of preservation. On one side 
and on part of the ceiling are engraved 
or painted funerary scenes of the time 
of Seti I. It is quite empty. 

“What shows that it was the burial 
place of Osiris are the texts on the 
walls, the end of the book, which may, 
be called the Book of the Underworld. 
Tt is not impossible that we may still 
find some concealed chamber or some 
hidden passage leading to a wall, thougn 
this is not very probable.”

ACRES AND NOT PEOPLE AMEND 
THE CONSTITUTION 


States, Regardless of 
in Changing the Fundamental Law. 
Weak Minorit 


A minority of the voters of the Re- 
public under the present system can 
amend the Federal Constitution. Acres 
and not men are counted in deciding 
whether or not the Constitution shall 
be amended. 

A minority of the voters of the 
Republic under the existing system 
of amendment can adopt woman suf- 
frage, single tax, state socialism, abo- 
lition of private ownership of prop- 
erty, can ‘wipe out labor organization 
by adopting an amendment to the 
Federal Constitution prohibiting the 
organization of trade unions, and 4 
minority of the voters of the Repub- 
lic can adopt national prohibition by 
amending the Federal Constitution, 


and destroy one thousand millions of | 


dollars’ worth of property. 

Five millions of voters in thirty- 
four States (thirty-six being the re- 
quired three-fourths of the States 
necessary to adopt a Federal consti 
tutional amendment) can amend the 
Federal Constitution over the protest 
of the nine millions of voters in the 
twelve remaining States. Here is the 
process by which this can be done: 


The only method for amending the 
Federal Constitution is as follows: 


‘¢ Amendments to Constitution. 
—The Congress, whenever two- 
thirds of both houses shall deem 
it necessary, shall propose amend- 
ments to this Constitution, or, on 
the application of the Legisla- 
tures of two-thirds of the several 
States, shall call a convention for 
proposing amendments, which in 
either case shall be valid to all 
intents and purposes as part of 
this Constitution, when ratified 
by the Legislature of three- 
fourths of the several States, or 
by conventions in three-fourths 
thereof, as the one or the other 
mode of ratification may be pro- 
posed by the Congress.’’ 


This provision makes the adoption 
of the amendment depend entirely on 
the favorable action of three-fourths, 
or thirty-six, of the States acting as 
States and not on the vote of a ma- 
jority of the voters of the Republic. 
It is plain if the three-fourths of the 
States adopting the amendment do 
not contain a majority of the voters 
of the Republic, that a minority of 
the voters of the Nation will be 
amending the Constitution. In other 
words, each State has the same weight 
and voice as every other, and the 
State with small population counts 
equally as much as the one with large 
population in deciding whether or not 
an amendment shall be adopted. To 
illustrate, Arizona, with three hundred 
thousand population, counts for as 
much on this question as New York 
with ten millions of ,people.

New York cast in 1912 in round 
numbers ninety-nine hundred and 
eleven more votes than the twenty 
States named above, yet on the ques- 
tion of adoption of amendment to the 
Federal Constitution providing for 
woman suffrage, for wiping out trade 
unions, for single tax, for national! 
socialism, for doing away with the 
private ownership of property, for na- 
tional prohibition of manufacture 
and sale of alcoholic beverages, or for 
any other purpose, the twenty States 
with ninety-nine hundred and eleven 
less voters would have just twenty 
votes as against one vote by New 
York State.

This group of the five largest 
States having four million twenty- 
one thousand seven hundred and 
fifty-one more votes than the twenty- 
one States, would only have five 
votes on the question of whether or 
not an amendment to the Federal 
Constitution should be adopted or re- 
jected, while the twenty-one States 
would have twenty-one votes, or more 
than four times the power of the five 


. States, in deciding the question. 


Now, take another illustration of 
how the present system of amending 
the Constitution works out with ref- 
erence to control by the minority of 
the people: 

The thirty-six States naméd below 
constitute the three-fourths of the 
States of the Republic, and by their 
action can adopt or reject an amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution. 
There are twelve States remaining. 
Suppose the thirty-six States named 
below vote, through their Legisla- 
tures, to adopt woman suffrage, for 
instance. And suppose the Legisla- 
tures of the twelve remaining States 
vote against the resolution providing 
for woman suffrage. The amend- 
ment would be adopted because the 
thirty-six States constitute the nec- 
essary three-fourths of the States.

Yet the thirty-six States with 
3,845,606 less voters than the twelve 
States have, could amend the Federal! 
Constitution and adopt woman suf- 
frage or any other amendment over 
the protest and against the wishes of 
a majority of the voters of the Re- 
public as represented by the vote in 
1912 in the twelve States. On this 
question of the adoption or rejection 
of an amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution, the thirty-six States witn 
3,845,606 less of voters would have 
thirty-six votes, while the twelve States 
would only have twelve votes. In 
other words, while the thirty-six 
States would be in a minority as to 
votes to the extent of 3,845,606, yet 
on the decision of the question of the 
adoption or rejection of an amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution, 
thirty-six States would have three 
times the power that the twelve 
States would have. 

The foregoing facts show acres not 
votes count on the question of amend- 
ing the Federal Constitution; that a 
minority of the Republic can adopt 
an amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution.

tion will likely be adopted by the 
votes of the Legislatures of thirty- 
six States, which thirty-six States 
will contain several millions less than 
a majority of the voters of the Re- 
public. In other words, indications 
now are that thirty-six of the smaller 
States in point of population will 
favor woman suffrage and by voting 
for the amendment to the Federal 
Constitution providing for female 
suffrage, force it on the States hav- 
ing a larger number of voters and 
more population.

CHICAGO, TIl., March 6.—Mild 
weather prevails throughout the win- 
ter wheat belt. Soaking rains in Texas 
have been beneficial and the growing 
wheat withsteod February low temper- 
atures without damage. Favorable con- 
ditions prevatl in :Kapsas and. Okla- 
homa. Conditions in the soft’ wheat 
states ure excellent. In Southern I}li- 
nols there is apprehension that the ice 
covering caused some damage to the 
plant. The winter wheat crop pros- 
pects as a whole remain unexcelied. 


Weaker Liverpool cables caused a 
fractional decline in the wheat market 


at the opening of trading Friday, but 
a quick rally wiped out the loss. After 
that the price movement was uncertain, 
but the close was firm on reports of 
export sales. 

Corn futures were firm on light spec- 
ulative offers and moderate receipts. 
Oats were about steady. 

Easy American cables 
Thursday and the bearish report by 
Snow, together with expectations of 
larger world’s shipments this week, 
prompted realizing at the opening and 
values were %d lower. Following the 
opening there was some support in 
March, which advanced %d with more 
inquiry for Manitobas. During the morn- 
ing the tnarket suffered from further 
pressure in the distant months, on the 
larger and cheaper Plate offers and a 
pause in the demand from the Continent. 
Spots were %d to %d lower and cargoes 
freely offered at a decline. The weath- 
er in France is favorable for the new 
crop, with beneficial rain. Paris opene«|! 
easy, with increased native offers and 
freer foreign arrivals. In Argentina 
the weather is favorable for the enove- 
ment of wheat and also development of 
corn. New samples are arriving and 
showing good quality. 

The movement of wheat in the Nortn- 
west was light. Minneapolis had 208 
cars, against 332 last week and 408 last 
year. Duluth 31, against 74 and 6. Win- 
nipez 106, against 128 and 213. Minne- 
apolis wheat stock increased 700,000 bu 
for the week.
